oeed to hasten the nrorfiw ATV] in eon ihni 
nono of tho fertilizing matter runs to waste. 
This is about all tual wo can do. 
Wo can- 


not create an atom of plant-food. 
It ia 


ready formed to our hands ; but wo must 
know where to look for it, imd how lo get 
it in tho curliest, cheapest, aud best way, 
and how to eavo and use- it. 1'ho scicuco of 
manure-making is a profound study. II ia 
intimately connected with nearly 
every 


branch of agriculture. 


If weeds grow and decay on the land,they 


make manure. If wo grow a crop of buck- 
wheat, or spurry, or mustard, or rape, or 
clover, and mow it, and let it lio on tlio 
land, it ma^iesmanuro ; or it wo plow it 
us&r, it forms mssiirc; CT if, ifJur it is 
mown, we rako up tho green crop, aad put 
it into a heap, it will ferment, heat will be 
produced by the slow combustion of a por- 
tion of tho carbonaceous nnd nitrogenous 
matter, and tho result will bo a mass of 
material, which wo should all recognize as 
_"mamire." If, instead of putting Iho crop 
into a heap and letting it ferment, we feed 
it to animals, tho digestible carbonaceous 
aud nitrogenous matter will be consumed to 
produce animal heat and to sustain tbo vital 
functions, and the refuse, or tho solid nml 
liquid droppings of Iho animals, will bo 
manure. 


If the crop rols ou the ground, nothing 


ia added to it. If it ferments, and givea out 
heat, nothing is added to it. 
It it ia passed 


through BD nnimal, and produces heat,uolh- 
ing is added to it. 


I have heard peoplo say a farmer could 


not rn&ke manure unless he kept animals. 
We might with ns much truth say a farmer 
cannot make ashea unless to keeps stoves: 
and it would bo just as sensible to tako a lot 
of stovos into tbo woods to innko ashes, ns 
it IB to keep a Inl of animals merely to make 
manure. 
You can make tho ashes 
by 


throwing Iho wood into a pile, and burning 
it: and ymi can make tho masare by throw- 
ing tho material out of ^Fhich the inanuro 
ia to be made into Q pile, and letting it fer- 
menl. On a farm where neither food nor 
manure of any kind is purchased, Iho only 
way lo ma!;o nianuro is lo get it ont of tho 
land. 


Mr. Harris wonld have every farmer a 


manufacturer of fertilizers on his own prem- 
ises, no Las great faith in yard manure 
produced from rich food, nnd properly cared 
for. But ho would not slop with thoir use. 
We would go outside and increase (be store. 


I have much failh in artificial manures. 


They will do great things for American ngri- 
cullnra—directly, and 
indirectly. 
Their 


general use will lead to n higher system of 
farming—to better cullivalioc, moro root 
»nd fodder crops, improved stock, higher 
feeding, and richer manure. 
But it lias 


been no part of my object lo unduly eslol 
the virtues of commercial manure.'. 
That 


may be Uft to tho manufacturers.
